Lawrence, Kansas, May 9,1856. 

. „ (Via Sr- boms, May 12.) 

The Congressional Committee now sitting at this place 
to investigate the, reported frauds in the Kansas Territo¬ 
rial Elections has been assailed by an attempt to arrest 
Gov. Reeder, who is the prosecutor engaged in submitting 
testimony to said Committee. Reeder was first subpoenaed 
to go to Leeompton, to give evidence on some complaint 
before a Grand Jury, but refused to be dragged away 
from the investigation on this pretext. Last night a writ 
was served on him, while attending the sittings of the 
Committee, by a Deputy Marshal—said writ charging him 
with contempt of the subpoena aforesaid. He appealed to 
the Committee for protection or advice. The Committee 
decided that they had no jurisdiction in the premises, but 
the majority (Messrs. Howard and Sherman) expressed the 
opinion that Gov. Reeder was protected by his privilege. 
The minority (Mr. Oliver) held that he was not so pro¬ 
tected, and that the Commission could not stand between 
him and a warrant in the hands of a Deputy Marshal. 
Gov. Reeder declared that his life was not safe at Lecomp- 
ton—that he should claim his privilege as actmg under 
the authority of Congress, and that whoever should lay 
hands on him would do so at his peril. The Marshal 
thereupon left, and is expected back, with a force of 
United States dragoons, to-day. 

Judge Lecompte charged the Grand Jury at Leeompton, 
last Monday, to indict all the Free State officers and mem¬ 
bers of the State Legislature as guilty of high treason. 

Ten o’clock, p. m .—A despatch from Leavenworth, just 
received, reports an armed force on the way to this place. 
Its object is said to be the destruction of the testimony 
already taken before the Congressional Committee. This 
force was moving Immediately on Leeompton, there to 
join other parties .mustering for the same work. w. j.

St. Loots, Monday, May 12. 

The steamer Star of the West arrived to-day from 
Kansas, and the following information is derived from 
passengers: The steamer left Kansas on Saturday, the 
10th, Gov. Robinson and family being among the passen¬ 
gers. At Lexington, Mo., Gov. Robinson was waited npon 
by a committee appointed by the citizens, and notified 
that they should detain him, on the ground that he was 
fleeing from the Territory to avoid an arrest on an indict¬ 
ment of treason, which had been found against him by the 
Grand Jury of the United States District Court. Gov. 
Robinson replied that he had been informed by one of the 
Graud Jury that au attempt had been made to find a bill, 
but had failed. This did not satisfy the committee, they 
insisting thaLMr. Robinson should remain, and he finally 
consented jo do so, on persuasion of Mr. Parkinson, cap¬ 
tain of th^Doat, and Mr. Barnard, of Baltimore. He was 
invited to 'the house of Mr. Sawyer, one of the committee, 
his family proceeding on to St. Louis. The committee 
agreed to send a messenger to Kansas to ascertain if an 
indictment had been fonnd ; and if not, all the'expenses 
of Mr. R.’s detention were to be paid. No violence or in¬ 
dignity was offered Mr. R. during the proceeding. The 
committee consisted of Gen. Shields, Mr. Sawyer, and a 
number of the most respectable citizens. The information 
upon which they acted was derived from Capt. Adams. 

It is reported that a despatch from Leavenworth has 
been received, stating that an armed body of men were en 
route for Lawrence for the purpose of destroying the evi¬ 
dence taken by the committee. 

•, While Gov. Reeder was in attendance at the session of 
the Committee of Investigation at Leeompton, on the 
evening of the 8th, the Deputy Marshal served on him a 
writ to appear before the Grand Jury at Leeompton, to 
answer to a charge of contempt for having refused to 
comply with a summons from the Grand Jury previously 
served upon him. Mr. Reeder refused to obey tbe writ, 
and appealed to the committee, but they decided that they 
had no power in the case. Messrs. Howard and Sherman, 
however, expressed as their opinion that Mr. Reeder was 
protected by his privilege. Mr. Oliver dissented, and said 
the committe could not stand between him and the mar¬ 
shal. Mr. Reeder said that, although his life was in dan¬ 
ger in Leeompton, be would remain on his privilege in 
attendance at the sittings of the committee, and he warned 
them to touch him at their peril. The marshal left, but 
was cxpocted to return on the 9th with United States 
dragoons. 

Judge Lecompte charged the Grand Jury, on Monday, 
the 5th inst., to indict all the State officers and members 
of tbe Legislature for high treason, but up to the 9th inst. 
no such indictments had been found by the Court, so far 
as their proceedings had been made public. 

Correspondence of Tlie N. Y. Tribune. 

Lawrence City, K. T., Friday, May 2,1856. 

On Wednesday last, Mr. J. N. Mace, formerly of New- 
buryport, Mass., who resides alone upon a claim four miles 
north-west from here, on the prairie, testified before the 
Congressional Commission, now in session at this place, 
relative to the invasion of the polls at Bloomington, at 
the election of the 30th of March, 1855. He gave a plain, 
straightforward statement of what he saw and heard. 
Among other things, he exposed the villany of bogus 
“ Sheriff” Jones, the lately shot-at, on that occasion, who 
was then postmaster of Weston, Missouri, but who left his 
home, and, crossing the border into this Territory, pro¬ 
ceeded, with h gang of ruffians from his own State, to 
Bloomington, and there took possession of the polls, driv¬ 
ing Free State men away by brandishing weapons and 
threatening their lives. He held his watch in his hand 
and notified the judges of the election that they could 
have five minutes to retire, and would be shot if they 
failed to obey ! The Free State judges did not budge an 
inch, but remained at their post. The five minutes ex¬ 
pired, and the chivalrous Southern Jones extended the time 
to one minute more, that they might have an opportunity 
to bless themselves. Before this minute expired, however, 
Jones was called out of the room where the balloting was 
going on, and did not return to complete his contemplated 
murderous work. This was the kind of testimony given 
by Mr. Mace, and has been corroborated by other witnesses. 
We will cut the story short, and come at once to the sequel. 
About 9 o’clock on Wednesday evening, Mr. Mace was 
called to the door of his cabin by the barking of his faith¬ 
ful Newfoundland watch-dog, which was tied just outside 
the cabin. He untied the string and let the dog go, hold¬ 
ing on to the other end of the string himself, it being so 
dark that he could not see very well. He supposed the 
dog had seen a wolf. The animal led him to the brow of 
a bluff, the descent from which led down into a deep 
ravine. Here Mr. Mace stopped, and instantly two pistols 
were discharged at him from below. The flash developed 
the presence, in the ravine, of two men. One shot grazed 
his right shoulder, and the other entered his left leg, below 
the knee. He instantly fell, when the men gave a hellish 
“ha! ha!” and one of them exclaimed, "There is more 
d—d abolition bait for the wolves !” Mr. Mace, occupying a 
position npon the brow of the bluff, could easily be seen 
from below, so great was the contrast between an object 
and the horizon. Seeing him fall, and supposing him 
dead the valorous “ Border Ruffians ” fled, chuckling to 
themselves, no doubt, that they had done a brave thing. 
Mr Mace crawled to his cabin, his faithful dog and only 
companion keeping close by his side. He sat op and 
bathed his wound, and bandaged it as well as he could, 
and suffered through the remainder of the night, expect¬ 
ing every moment another attack from the same party. 
Morning at last came, and, suffering though he was, he 
succeeded in reaching Lawrence, where he obtained medi¬ 
cal aid, and is now doing well. 

A band of Leeompton Ruffians, said to have been 
ordered out by Gov. Shannon, have been encamped upon 
the Delaware Reserve, for the purpose of seizing and an¬ 
noying Lawrence men. One man from this city was pur¬ 
sued by five of them, a few evenings since, and was shot 
at and but for the fact that his horse suddenly leaped into 
a deen ravine, from which he could not readily extricate 
himself he would probably have been overtaken and 
murdered The leap into the ravine suddenly misled the 
party upon another trail. 

A party of 250 Southerners, mostly froni Georgia, under 
commend of Major Bnfoid. arrived at Kansas City on 
Wednesday last. They are organized mto military com¬ 
panies and move under their military officers. Their only 
baggage is arms. They announce their object to be to 
fight red demolish Lawrence. On their arrival at Kansas 
City they were poverty-stricken. The commander says he 
was robbed on board of llie boat at St. Louis. With the 
money four of his owaparty were missing. The remainder 
gambled their money away on the boat. The Pro-Slavery 
men in Missouri are called upon to support them, and are 
awfully mad with their friends in the Sonth for sending 
“ paupers ” to their aid. Eaeh man had a Bible and a gun 
presented Wja at home, 


On the trip up the river, the Bibles were thrown pro¬ 
miscuously into a large bucket on the hurricane-deck, and 
the company were below handling an article known among 
gamblers as a “ pocket testament,” and it was by snob 
means that they lost their money, what little they had. 
They are spoken of as a ragged, dirty, ignorant set of 
gamblers and drunkards. The North don’t send such men. 

The United States Dragoons are quartered about four 
miles from here ; so if the chivalrous sons of the South 
come, they will not only have to encounter Sharp’s rifles, 
but Uncle Sam in the bargain. 

Emigrants are pouring in fast from the North. Send 
them along, for this is the richest and most beautiful 
country upon the earth. 

The Daily limes, of this city, has published in full, the 
evidence taken by the Congressional Investigating Com¬ 
mittee npon the first two days of its session. If this is a 
specimen of what is likely to follow, we don’t wonder that 
the Missouri villains shrink under the application of the 
probe. Mr. Jordan Davidson, the first witness, testified 
that he was a member of a Secret Society formed in Mis¬ 
souri, the express Object of which was to make Kansas a 
Slave State, and that he had reason to believe that it 
existed also in other Southern States, in Virginia, in 
Tennessee, Kentucky and Arkansas. He came from Mis¬ 
souri to Kansas to vote —was sworn in on the spot as one of 
the officers of election, and knew of many others who 
came from Missouri and voted. William Lyons testified 
that at the election, March, 1855, he saw a Mr. Shelby, 
who told him he had come 100 miles to vote, and “ that 
800 Missourians would vote on that day:” he himself 
know that over 100 went to Douglas, where the polls 
were held, that day to vote. Augustus Wattles, living in 
the Second District, testified after an examination of the 
census returns, that there were but 25 legal voters in that 
District: and yet several hundred votes were cast. At 
that poll Mr. Hammond Muzzy testifies that just as he got 
there a Mr. Mace offered to vote, and that 

“ When the Pro-Slavery party saw that his vote was a 
Free-State vote, they said he should not vote it; several 
men took hold of him by the collar and pnlled him away ; 
he took hold of me and we were both polled away to¬ 
gether from the poll; they cried out, ‘Cut his throat, 
tear the d—d heartout of him; ’ saw one man draw a knife 
npon him, without doing any injnry ; saw a man with a 
lever, trying to pry np a corner of the cabin: others cried 
out, ‘ Don’t do it until you have orders ; ’ saw Ellison 
come oat of the cabin with tbe ballot-box in his hand, and 
cry out, ‘ Hurrah for Missouri! ’ Ellison was one of the 
Judges; heard Jones (now Sheriff) say he would give the 
Judge five minutes to resign or die; Jones gave one more 
minute and then left; these Judges were Ramsay and 
Bnrson, both Free State men; was there when the other 
Judges were appointed}, the crowd then commenced 
voting; saw no othefc Free State man vote.” 

Here the Missouri mob obtained entire control of the 
poll, and, with Sheriff Jones at their head, compelled two 
of the Judges, under threats of death, to resign, and then 
put two others in their place.* In the Seventh District, 
Marcus H. Rose testifies that there could not have been 
over 30 legal voters in the District—and that 234 votes 
were cast. J. B. Titng testifies that over 200 Missourians 
encamped near this place, and told him they had come 
there expressly to vote. William Jessie swears that he 
was at the polls in the Second District, and that 

“ Things went on until about 38 votes were taken, when 
one man came forward whose vote was objected to; the 
Judges would not receive it until he swore he was a resi¬ 
dent of the Territory ; the crowd cried out he should vote 
without swearing; while this was going on a dozen came to 
vote and were pulled away; pistols were presented to the 
Judges, and they were told their brains should be Mowed out if 
they did not receive the votes of these persons who refused to take 
the oath; they declared they came there to.vote and they 
would vote.” 

The mob finally demanded of Burson and Ramsay, tbe 
free State Judges, that they should resign, and threatened 
to blow out their brains if they refused. Jessie further 

“ I hunted for Messrs. Burson and Ramsay, the other 
Judges, to see if they had come put; found them, and 
heard a man idling them he would give them five minutes to resign 
or die ; I went into the cabin to see Burson again, and saw 
a man holding a watch in his hand; I told Bnrson he had 
better leavec &, hcnse ; he said he did not want to leave 
["hisown housopie'fmally did, with Ramsay and myself; 
we went, some fifteen in number, to Mr. Ramsay’s house; 
I asked Burson where the poll books were; I found the 
poll booKsIre his pocket; he handed them to Mr. Hum- 
backer ; Mr. H, and Mr. B. then went towards their homes; 
a crowd of men came on horseback and asked where the 
poll hooks were; we told them we did not know j they 
swore they were there—went off and returned agajn and 
abused ns; Mr. Jones, now Acting Sheriff, was with them, 
on horseback, with Mr. Humbacker behind him; soon 
others came after Judge Wakefield ; they demanded he 
should go with them; he consented to go with them after 
three had promised to protect him against harm; Jones 
was one of the three ; the cry and search was then for 
Burson ; I found him and went away with him ; when I 
j returned, the bigger part of the company had gone ; Jones, 

1 now Sheriff, was the man who was holding the watch and telling 
him they had five -mtmaes to resign or aw ; some were there 
voting when I got back; when they left they went down 
East; I suppose there were nearly 400 strangers there ; 
have not seen them in the District since ; they were well 
armed with knives, guns and revolvers; 1 do not know as 
any settlers of the District voted.” 

Thomas B. Wolverton testified that he was at the Octo¬ 
ber election in Willow Spring } and that he was told by 
several men there that they had come from Missouri to vote, 
in order to make Kansas a slave State ; and Thomas D- 
Hopkins, residing about nine miles south of Lawrence, 
says that at the election be saw many of his old acquaint¬ 
ances from Missouri ; he adds: 

“ They told me there were about twenty-five of my 
acquaintances there from that settlement; they said they 
came to vote and intended so to do; they said they 
wanted to make it a slave State ; if it wasn’t they would 
lose their property, and if it was necessary they would 
come again ; they told me there were from 700 to 1,000 
from Missouri in this place, and that there would be from 
5,000 to 10,000 here in the Territory from Missouri to 
vote.” 

These are but specimens. It is probable that Governor 
Shannon and his minions, in their efforts to break up the 
investigation by the arrest, of Reeder and all the promi¬ 
nent Free State men, are acting under instructions from 
the President of the United States. 


CO VENANTERS—CORRECTION. 

To the Editors of The National Anti-Slavery Standard. 

We Covenanters are jealous of our rights, as well as 
anxious that onr position, in relation to slavery and this 
slaveholding Government, be rightly understood. Allow 
me, therefore, to correct an error, occnring in The 
Standard of May 3d, in reference to the Reformed Pres¬ 
byterian Chnrch. 

In your editorial headed “Religious Convocations” 
you use this language: 

“ Another Presbyterian body, however, of a widely dif¬ 
ferent character, will meet in this city on Wednesday, 
May 25th. We allude to the General Synod of the Re¬ 
formed Presbyterian (Covenanter) Church of the United 
States, which will be opened by a sermon, by the Rev. T. 
W. J. Wylie, of Philadelphia, in the evening of the day 
above named, in tbe Church of the Rev. Dr. McLeod in 
Twelfth street, where the subsequent sessions will be held. 
This Church long ago pnt slavery into its category of 
crimes. It admits no slaveholder to communion, and its 
members take no voluntary part in the pro-slavery Go¬ 
vernment of the United States. It stands substantially 
on the same platform with the American Anti-Slavery 
Society. A sketch of its past action on the subject of 
slavery will be found on the first page.” 

The error in the above arose from not distinguishing 
between “ Old Light ” and “ New Light ” Covenanters; 
and this, I presume, arose from want of familiarity with 
the names of clergymen in those bodies, for yon are doubt¬ 
less aware that there are two divisions of the Church— 
or rather, there are two ecclesiastical bodies—called by 
by the name of Reformed Presbyterians. Allow me to 
explain briefly. 

Covenanters did, from their first organization as a 
Church in the United States, “admit no slaveholder to 
communion ” ; its members took “ no voluntary part in 
the pro-slavery Government of the United States,” and 
did stand “substantially on the same platform” now 
occupied by the American Anti-Slavery Society. But in 
in 1833 the Chnrch was divided into two divisions. The 
separation grew mainly oat of this very question—tbe 
character of the United States Government, and our duty 
in relation to it. A large minority, or probably a majority, 
forsook the platform of the Church, and in consequence 
were ent off from the fellowship. This minority formed 
a new Synod, denominating it afterwards the “ General 
Synod,” &c., though their common cognomen is the “ New 
Light Synod.” These New School Covenanters still claim 
to he the true Reformed Presbyterian Chnrch ; bat they 
have altered the old terms of communion, and have for¬ 
saken the long-established practice of the Chnrch respect¬ 
ing offioeholding, tbe eleotive franchise, &c. Now nearly 
all their ministers and people are applauders of, and 
officeholders or voters under, the United>States Constitu¬ 
tion. This is the body whose Synod meets in New York, 
in Dr. McLeod’s church, as noticed in The Standard.
